FUTURE PLANNING: Anticipating

of industry, continued development of 
the Bayou Casotte Industrial Area. 

An addendum to the annual report 
for the 1960 year by members of the 
Jackson County Board of Supervisors 
said “projects completed or initiated 
during 1960 support the county’s claim 
to being the fastest growing county in 
Mississippi". This statement was т- 
corporated in a news release dated Jan. 


15, 1961. 
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As the months of 1961 have rolled 
by an even greater accelleration has 
stimulated the economic impetus which 
is placing Jackson County in an en- 
viable position. It is garnering the blue 
chips of industry. The Mississippi State 
University Business Research Station 
released information during December 
that business activity in Mississippi set 
an all time high during November. In- 
creases by districts revealed the Pasca- 
goula area (Jackson County) up 124. 

Foremost among the coups for the 
county was securing of Standard Oil’s 
$125 million refinery which is to be 
located at Bayou Casotte, industrial de- 
velopment owned by the county sit- 
uated just east of Pascagoula and slight- 
ly south of Moss Point. Sites purchased 
and leased by Standard Oil of Kentucky 
for the refinery were in the amount of 
$1,863,770 and constituted one of 
Mississippi's largest real estate trans- 
actions. Ground breaking ceremonies 
were held Nov. 7, 1961 with Missis- 
sippi's Governor Ross Barnett, Jackson 
County's Board President A. P. Moran, 
and Standard Oil of Kentucky's Presi- 
dent W. P. Smith, Louisville, Ky., spad- 
ing the first shovels of dirt. 

Another feat accomplished during the 
year was securing regularly scheduled 
operations from the Jackson County 
Airport with Southern Airways, Inc. 
Operations began during Julv. Connec- 
tions are provided from Jackson County 
with major airlines in New Orleans, 
La., and Mobile, Ala., and service is 
also available to Jackson, Miss. 


New Standard Oil of Kentucky re- 
finery at Bayou Casotte will greatly 
accelerate the growth of highly indus- 
trialized Jackson County.

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Completion of the $5,000,000 grain 
elevator at the Pascagoula port is a 
contributing factor in providing in- 
creased employment and port com- 
merce. Other projects which have been 
completed since this book went to press 
last year include completion of a $100,- 
000 water resources study by the county 
and the geological and hydrology divi- 
sion of the U. S. Department of the In- 
terior; construction of two new National 
Guard Armories at Pascagoula and 
Ocean Springs; four new health centers; 
a comprehensive engineering study and 
publishing of a brochure detailing the 
advantages and resources of the river 
port of Moss Point; improvements to 
the Jackson County Airport to meet 
Civil Aeronautic Board's requirements, 
approval of commercial air passenger 
service, and appointment of an airport 
commission to operate the airport; crea- 
tion of a full time civilian defense pro- 
gram; successful staging of a county 
fair; completion of a new bridge across 
the Pascagoula River which opened a 
new east-west artery in the northern 
part of the county; work on state aid 
road projects on two vital access roads; 


completion of an access road from 
Bayou Casotte industrial area to U. S. 
90; opening of the new four lane U. S. 
90 highway between Pascagoula and 
Ocean Springs where a new four lane 
bridge over Biloxi Bay will be com- 
pleted during 1962; air conditioning the 
county court house at Pascagoula; 
continued cooperation with schools, 
churches, fraternal, civic, and youth or- 
ganizations. 

The foregoing information, though 
briefly summarized, will give an insight 
into the vitality of the leaders of Jack- 
son County. Their strength and de- 
termination to forge forward is reflected 
on all residents who, spearheaded by 
such forceful representation, respond 
eagerly and work together for pros- 
perity and improvements. 

In monitoring Jackson County in this 
issue we have dealt primarily with its 
industrial growth which is of paramount 
importance. Yet there is another phase 
of the county which must not be 
neglected, ard that is the wonderful 
way of life enjoyed by its people. It is 
doubtful if anywhere in the country 
can more ideal living conditions be 


found. Calm and peace predominate, 
and there is quiet beauty along the 
winding rivers and numerous bayous; 
trees are superb with huge trunks and 
wide spread branches; the air is 
redolent of wild and cultivated year- 
round blooming plants. Legends and 
ghosts from the past stir the imagina- 
tion, for this is an old land having been 
claimed by d'Iberville and his band of 
explorers for France in 1699 and who 
established during that same year the 
first permanent white settlement on the 
Gulf Coast, at what is now Ocean 
Springs. 

In closing we feel the members of 
the Jackson County Board of Super- 
visors have, with simple dignity and 
sincerity, given an appropriate note, 
and so we quote their request, "all join 
hands and hearts to continue this great 
faith in our county, to help new indus- 
tries which have come our way to catch 
the spirit of our established industries, 
to know that their move to our county 
was a wise and beneficial move, and 
that unity of thinking and action has 
brought us to the position we now 
hold". 
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The Jackson County Terminal Eleva- 

tor, operated by the Standard Milling 
Company in Pascagoula, Mississippi, 
got off to a flying start during its first 
three months of operation. 
Fourteen vessels cleared the elevator 
during the period October through De- 
cember 1961, with a total tonnage of 
145,000 tons.

During this same period the elevator 
handled a total of 12,088,643 bushels. 
Of this amount 2,097,768 bushels were 
soy beans, a major portion of which 
originated in Mississippi and nearby 
Alabama, for a total value of approx- 
imately $5,250,000.00. The elevator 
unloaded 1,827 box cars, 75 barges, 
and 622 trucks. 


In addition to the elevator tonnage, 
the Port handled 2,000 tons of flour, 
3,000 tons of chemical fertilizer, and 
2,000 tons of sugar. This tonnage 
amounted to $44,100.00 in labor to 
longshoremen and others in connection 
with handling of ships. 

There are 26 vessels scheduled to 
call at the Elevator during the first 
quarter of 1962, with approximately 
150,000 tons scheduled to be lifted 
during the month of January alone. 
The amount of tonnage moving through 
the Port far exceeds all estimates made 
in a feasibility report when Jackson 
County applied for State Assistance. 

The Jackson County Terminal Eleva- 
tor established a Gulf Coast record on 
the British vessel WANDBY, the 11,545 
ton ore carrier, by loading 271,000 


bushels aboard ship in 4% hours. 
The elevator again exceeded its 
estimated capacity of loading of 50,000 
bushels aboard ship in 4X hours. 


bushels per hour. The WANDBY took 
a total cargo of 14,200 tons. 

The loading of the vessel was inter- 
rupted by rain, but according to Cap- 
tain Churchill, Master of the ship, this 
is the fastest loading that he had ever 
witnessed in his experience as a Master 
in the British Fleet.

With the first two phases of channel 
dredging completed in 1961 on PORT-

The foregoing con- 
stitute but a fraction of the pursuits 
by the Board of Supervisors in ready- 
ing the county for the immense growth 
that will inevitably evolve.

tainers. Deep sea and salt water fish- 
ing provide challenge and excellent 
catches for sportsmen. Bathing is safe 
as a chain of islands lying several miles 
out in the Gulf break tides and рге- 
vent undertows. Yacht clubs feature 
regattas and boating events, and emer- 
ald green courses attract golfers from 
all parts of the country. 

Gultport is the seat of govemment 
and business city of the county. Its 
history is more recent than others of 
the area, as it was planned and laid 
out during the last decades of the 19th 
century. 

Tremendous strides are being made 
with construction of new homes, com- 
mercial establishments, and unit shop- 
ping centers. Among the latter, the 
$6,000,000 Edgewater Plaza Mall will 
be one of the largest in the south. A 
development by Holcomb & Milner, 
Inc., it will be adjacent to the luxurious 
Edgewater Gulf Hotel (another Hol- 
comb & Milner, Inc., holding). The 
mall will be enclosed and weather con- 
ditioned and will contain all modern 
facilities, including parking area to ac- 
commodate 3000 cars. 


In the Mississippi City-Handsboro 
area newly constructed residential and 
shopping centers are providing homes 
and conveniences for thousands. Long 
Beach and Pass Christian are appre- 
ciated as delightful residential com- 
munities, where small business, resort 
hotels, and restricted types of industry 
provide revenue. 

Inland the county maintains its 
beauty albeit with definite scenery 
change. Serpentine rivers and bayous 
wind gracefully throughout the lush 
interior lands which are favorable for 
pasturage, timber, pecans, and row 
crops.

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Cotton was really king! Mississippi had 
a one-crop agricultural economy and 
that was it. In the southern part of the 
state large scale logging operations had 
been going on for many years in the 
huge virgin pine forests, but the cut 
over was almost complete. Once flour- 
ishing sawmill towns were becoming 
ghost towns. There was little industry 
in the entire state other than sawmills 
and naval stores plants. State laws were 
not conducive to industrial develop- 
ment. The economic future of the state 
was dark. 

That was 1924. 

Looking back, 1924 was hardly the 
time to be planning the formation and 
development of an electric utility com- 
pany. But that was what a group was 
planning. They knew that economic 
conditions weren't good, but they had 
faith in the future, faith in the people 
of the state and faith in their own 
ability. And above all, they had the 
willingness to devote their time and 
energy not only to building an electric 
system, but also to helping to develop 
the state. 

What was the electrical situation in 
Mississippi at that time? The larger 
cities did have electrical service. But 
it was still largely a by-product of the 
operation of street railways. Even in 
the larger towns you could count the 
number of electrical appliances on your 
fingers. Electric companies in those 
days were truly "light" companies. And 
in most cases the light was a single 
bare bulb suspended from the ceiling 
on a drop cord. 

A few smaller communities also had 
a light plant. Service was poor and in 
many instances available only from 
dusk to dawn. In some cases a few 
fortunate people were able to tie into 


. the sawmill plant. 


About 60% of the communities in 
southeast Mississippi had no electric 
service at all. Fifteen cents per kilo- 
watt-hour was the average price for 
ordinary residential use, but some 
towns had rates as high as twenty-five 
cents per kilowatt-hour. Certainly only 
the wealthiest families could afford the 
luxury of the few electric appliances 
then available. Industrial power rates 
were practically non-existent and gen- 
erating capacity was not available for 
present or future industrial require- 
ments. 

In the face of this, Mississippi Power 
Company began operation on January 
1, 1925. The extent of the system was 
the communities along the Gulf coast 
from Bay St. Louis to Ocean Springs. 
These were the only communities in the

state at that time which were served 
by a transmission line, and it would be 
stretching a point to call that 13,000 
volt line a transmission line. However 
there were no high voltage transmis- 
sion lines in Mississippi. 

During the year other electric prop- 
erties were purchased including Pasca- 
goula, Moss Point, Hattiesburg, Laurel 
and Meridian. Rates in several places 
were reduced by the Company, but 
even so, the average rate per kilowatt- 
hour was 13.6c, and the Company's 
customers used only an average of 190 
kilowatt-hours for the entire year. 

It was apparent that the only way 
an efficient and economic electric sys- 
tem could be developed was to replace 
the small isolated generating plants 
then in use with lower cost power 
facilities. Construction was started al- 
most immediately on high voltage 
transmission lines to bring in electric- 
ity from hydro-electric plants in Ala- 
bama. The acquisition of smaller plants 
continued, and electrical systems were 
installed in communities which had had 
no electricity. In 1927 residential cus- 
tomers of Mississippi Power Company 
were using 355 kilowatt-hours of elec- 
tricity and the average price had been 
reduced to 8.5c. 

By the middle of 1930 the Company 
had consolidated an efficient electric 
system. It had constructed over 900 
miles of transmission lines, 250 miles 
of rural lines, and had established 
physical connections with adjoining 
companies to provide additional capac- 
ity for future expansion of the com- 
munities it served. Many of the dilapi- 
dated distribution systems purchased 
earlier had been restored to good oper- 
ating condition. 

The first objective, to provide an 
efficient electric system, had to a con- 
siderable degree been met. 

The second objective, to help the 
development of the state, was also well 
under way. Recognizing the need to 
balance the agricultural economy with 
industry, the Company in 1926 estab. 
lished a New Industries Department. 
This department, the first of its kind 
in the state, was charged with the re- 
sponsibility of inducing industry to 
locate plants in the area served by the 
Company. This department has been 
in continuous operation and has been 
instrumental in attracting many fine 
manufacturing plants to Mississippi. 

Although financial conditions during 
the "305 did not allow the Company 
to expand, as desired, into additional 
rural areas, it cooperated in providing 
electricity to those areas. When the 


In our 1960-61 edition we introduced 
our readers to Mr. Don McCulloch, 
director of advertising, publicity, and 
public relations for the Mississippi 
Power Co., and Chairman of the ad- 
visory committee of the Freedom For- 
um. It is with deep regret that in this 
issue we announce the death of this 
valuable man. During the early morn- 
ing hours on Christmas Eve he suffer- 
ed a fatal coronary. His passing is a 
severe loss to the area, the state, and 
to us whom he had so sincerely be- 
friended. We are privileged to have 
a story in this edition written by Mr. 
McCulloch which he did not wish by- 
lined, but with permission from his 
widow we are identifying his writing. 


REA cooperatives in Southeast Missis- 
sippi were organized in the late 1930's 
to serve rural areas which were not 
then receiving central station service, 
Mississippi Power Company assisted 
them by providing technical advice and 
engineering services. Electricity was 
also provided at low cost to these 
cooperatives, and has been throughout 
their existence. In fact, the rates to the 
cooperatives have consistently been be- 
low the national average. 

During the war years construction 
was restricted because of a shortage 
of materials and manpower. Since the 
end of World War II, the Company 
has constructed three high-pressure 
steam electric generating plants with 
a total capacity of almost 300,000 kilo- 
watts, and will complete another gen- 
erating unit of 112,000 kilowatts in 
1962. At the same time hundreds of 
miles of transmission and distribution 
lines have been built along with num- 
erous substations and allied equipment. 

The founders' faith has been justi- 
fied. 

There is plenty of electricity and the 
price is low. Compare the 1925 aver- 
age residential customer's use of 190 
kilowatt-hours at a cost of 13.6c per 
kilowatt-hour to today's use of 3,498 
kilowatt-hours at cost of 2.5c. 

Although the strides made up to 
now have been impressive, officials of 
the Company believe that Mississippi 
is only now on the threshold of her 
greatest advance. And they are de- 
termined that in the future, as in the 
past, Mississippi will have all the elec- 
tricity needed.

tended homes indicate proud residents, 
where unemployment is not prevalent, 
and where wisdom and stability in lead- 
ers in all fields of endeavor predicates 
a brilliant future.

Located on the north shore of 
Mississippi Sound, 11% miles from Ship 
Island light house and about mid-way, 
by rail, between New Orleans and 
Mobile, the port is reached by a 300 
foot wide channel (12 miles long, with 
a minimum depth throughout of 30 
feet at mean low tide) between Ship 
and Cat Islands. 

Rules and regulations for operation 
of the Port of Gulfport, Mississippi's 
only state owned port, are directed by 
the Gulfport State Port Authority and 
Richard B. Swenson, Port Director. 

Terminals consist of dock and ship- 
side warehouses on the west side of 
the anchorage basin where 1800 feet 
of berth space is available. Steel and 
concrete warehouses consist of 8 sec- 
tions, each 120 feet by 220 feet, and 
a four-section, steel-reinforced concrete 
warehouse, each section 160 feet by 
220 feet, a total of 352,000 square feet 
of inside storage. Warehouses are 
sprinkler equipped. Shipments can be 
received and dispatched by water, rail 
or truck. There are three marginal ship- 
side tracks permitting direct transfer 
of cargo between ships and cars and 
three additional depressed tracks for 
receiving and shipping cargo through 
warehouses. 

The harbor is a dredged, rectangular 
basin about one-fourth mile wide and 
one-half mile long protected by piers 


and breakwaters. The depth of the wa- 
ter in the harbor basin and along side 
wharves is 32 feet, with tidal variation 
of approximately two and one-half feet. 

On the east side of the harbor is a 
925 foot dock owned and operated by 
the Port Authority. A transit warehouse 
with approximately 50,000 square feet 
of storage space is on the east pier 
dock. 

Charge for pilotage is $6.00 per foot 
of draft, in or out, except on small 
coastwise vessels, on which pilotage is 
not compulsory. Harbormaster's fee is 
$20 per vessel with a $15 charge for 
each shift of vessel No towboat is 
necessary. 

Among important developments dur- 
ing 1961 was increased operation of 
banana imports from Latin America. 
Ships operated by the Effo Banana 
Sales Corp., New Orleans, dock week- 
ly, discharging cargoes of from 36 to 
45 thousand stems of bananas. 
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During 1962 іп excess of $2,000,000 
will be spent on improving and ex- 
panding facilities of the port of Gulf- 
port—another assurance that the 
destiny of the city of Gulfport is one 
of phenomenal growth. 


An operating budget for 1962 fiscal 
year providing expenditures of $224,- 
170 were given final approval Dec. 27, 
by the Port Authority, following sub- 
Mission and approval of budget рго- 
visions by the Mississippi Agricultural 
and Industrial Board and the state com- 
missioner of budget and accounting. 
Port officials expect income totaling 
$270,000 for 1962, with a net operat- 
ing profit of $45,830. $131,000 derived 
from a 2-mill tax collection on the basis 
of the 1961 valuation is also antici- 
pated.

On Sept. 9, 1961, Miss Ruth Ann 
Taylor, Gulfport's “Miss Hospitality" 
cut the ribbon at ceremonies which 
officially opened Hyde Park Apart- 
ments, the state's largest private hous- 
ing facility of its type and the first all 
electric unit located on the Mississippi 
Gulf Coast. 

The $2,500,000 facility owned by 
Hyde Park, Inc, whose President 
R. W. Hyde, Jr., insisted on the finest 
construction possible, was designed and 
built by the H & F Engineering Co., 
Gulfport. H. D. McLemore, Vice Presi- 
dent, and D. C. Weiss, Secretary-Treas- 
urer of the firm supervised all construc- 
tion. 

Three convenient floor plans were 
used in the designs, allowing prospec- 
tive tenants to select one, two, or three 
bedroom units. All of these garden type 
apartments contain ample locker and 
storage space, are equipped throughout 
with easy care vinyl flooring, complete 
Westinghouse kitchens, including re- 
frigerators and ranges, with connections 
for washing and drying machines. 
Westinghouse year-round weather con- 
ditioning assures no more than five de- 
gree changes in temperatures, with 
multi-channel TV antenna available at 
no added costs. 

Designed for beauty and comfort, 
plus maximum сопуепіепсе—по sac- 
rifice was allowed in hidden materials.

The purpose of the Coast Area Moni- 
tor is to bring before the public facts 
pertinent to the resources, assets, and 
potentials of this coastal district. So it 
is with pride, that in this issue we delve 
briefly with one of the cultural offerings 
of this surprisingly versatile area. 

In a Pass Christian home, seven years 
ago, a young man of rare talent and 
vision invited a group of twenty-five 
friends. His purpose that evening was 
to discuss with them the feasibility of 
organizing and merging the many small 
communities into a unit which would 
present live theatre encompassing all 
of the arts. This was a step ahead of 
the local Little Theatre Groups which 
have brought considerable pleasure to 
the communities in which they were 
established. Thus was born the Gulf 
Coast Theatre of Arts, with Dr. Lau- 
rence Oden who fathered the idea, 
named as General Director. 

Perhaps best known for his award 
winning ballet "Marpessa", and his 
oratorio "Bernadette", Dr. Oden, a na- 
tive of New Orleans, La., is a mem- 
ber of the Directorial Staff of the New 
Orleans Opera Guild, Inc. and chair- 
man of the Metropolitan Opera Audi- 
tions for South Mississippi. He estab- 
lished his home on the Mississippi Gulf 
Coast about eight years ago. 

Spearheaded by this dedicated ar- 
tiste, who is possessed of multiple 
talents (composer-conductor-musician- 
director-actor), the original group 
worked diligently toward building the 
organization. It suffered the usual, and 
perhaps more than the usual, growing 
pains; but with the years it has emerged 
as a respected asset of the area. Its 
membership mounts into hundreds. 

High goals were set by the organiza- 
tion with quality of production fore- 
most. The group has never wavered 
from this original intent. Beginning 
wisely with simple readings, one act 
skits, and musical evenings, the Theatre 
of Arts this season reached into the 
clouds, presenting for their October 
opening two one act operas. This am- 
bitious undertaking was the testing 
point of public reaction. Months were 
spent on rehearsals. Leading roles were 
assigned to persons not only gifted with 
fine voices, but with years of hard 
training to perfect their gift. A large 
and excellent chorus backed up solo- 
ists. Professionally trained dancers com- 
prised the ballet. Members of the thirty 
piece orchestra were entirely profes- 
sional. 


So the Gulf Coast Theatre of Arts 
passed another milestone with flying 
colors. More than a thousand persons 
filled the auditorium of the newly con- 
structed Biloxi High School on open- 
ing night. The performers received 
vigorous and sustained ovations. 

Each season the Theatre presents a 
varied schedule encompassing each 
wing of the organization. The 1961-62 
schedule is as follows:—October—Opera; 
November—Concert Pianist; December 
—Liturgical Music Program; January— 
Concert Vocalist; | February—Dance 
Wing (History of the Dance, Primitive 
to Modem); March—Drama Wing, 
Wilde’s “The Importance of Being 
Ernest”; March—Art Wing Presentation, 
Paintings and Photography; April— 
Literary Wing Presentation of Southern 
Writers; April—Operetta, “The Student 
Prince”; May—Concert of Instruments 
from the Baroque Era. 

In addition to annual membership, 
admissions may be purchased for in- 
dividual productions. This method en- 
ables visitors the privilege of enjoying 
some of the presentations. Productions 
for the remainder of the season will be 
presented in the spacious Garden Room 
of the Edgewater Gulf Hotel. 

As we began, so we conclude this 
articlé by saying, as publishers, we are 
proud to be able to acquaint our read- 
ers briefly with this worthy organiza- 
tion which has brought, and will con- 
tinue to bring, enjoyment and culture. 
It is our privilege to thank them for 
contributing a great asset for the resi- 
dents and guests of our wonderful 
Mississippi Coastal Region.

It is the policy of this book to in- 
corporate in the text only factual in- 
formation pertinent to each area. How- 
ever, in 1962, in Hancock County there 
will evolve a complete change in the 
economic structure. This will be due 
to the decision of the Federal Govern- 
ment in designating 114,800 acres of 
the county as testing grounds and buf- 
fer zone for the Saturn Rocket Booster 
which will be constructed in nearby 
New Orleans East, La. 

Therefore, it is necessary to specu- 
late, in this current presentation, on 
benefits which accrue when changing 
a completely agricultural area over- 
night into a community with an assured 
future in this the space age. 

It stands to reason that immediate 
benefits will come to the two incor- 
porated cities of the county, Bay St 
Louis and Waveland, and to the several 
unincorporated communities of Pearl- 
ington, Kiln, Lakeshore and Clermont 
Harbor. The seven hundred or so dis- 
placed families from the rural areas 
will, in the main, seek to retain homes 
in this county. Due to established con- 
veniences, many will probably locate 
within corporate lines of the towns. 
Many of the families facing relocation 
problems will be able to retain their 
sources of income, since only 13,550 
acres will lie within the actual test site. 
The fringe area, which includes 103,000 
acres, may be used by present owners 
who wish to retain them, for various 
enterprises such as forestry (chief 
source of income in the county), min- 
eral explorations, cattle and hog breed- 
ing, row crops, pecan orchard farming, 
poultry raising, etc. The restrictions on 
this fringe land is laid only against 
human dwelling accommodations.

For the past few years large tracts 
of land have been developed with long 
range planning for homesteads.

Spearheaded by the George County 
Industrial Board citizens are working 
with vigor in readying their county 
to meet the increased demands of a 
rapidly expanding area. 

The momentum with which indus- 
try is moving into the Mississippi Coast 
bears an impact which will be reflect- 
ed by the growth of all areas, and

George County will reap its share of 
benefits. which accompany industrial 
installations. 

The strategic position which the 
county enjovs will be a factor in fu- 
ture developments. Good roads lead- 
ing to the nearby Bayou Casotte, Pas- 
cagoula, and Moss Point industrial 
centers of Jackson County, will induce 
many people to reside in the elevated 
rolling hill country of George County, 
with commuting to work no problem. 
Lucedale is just 35 miles from Mobile, 
Ala., and there is considerable contact 
established between the trade areas of 
the two cities. 

In addition to its industrial poten- 
tial, George County possesses many as- 
sets. Good incomes are realized from 
agricultural, timber, and cattle inter- 
ests. One of the largest ranches in the 
state, stocked with the fine Santa Ger- 
trudes breed, lies between Agricola 
and Lucedale. The year round green 
pasture lands of the county are ideal 
for breeding cattle, and the stockyards 
located in Lucedale are among the 
busiest in the state. 

George County is second only to 
Pearl River County in the production 
of tung, and many thousands of acres 
ае planted in tung trees whose nuts 
produce an oil which has hundreds of 
diversified uses. Pecan orchards are 
seen in abundance, and this nut pro- 
vides an added source of income for 
many growers. 

For persons who enjoy outdoor 
pleasures the county has numerous 
streams where fresh water fishing al- 
ways provides good catches, and hunt- 
ing preserves contain an abundance of 
wild game. 

Until recently southeast Mississippi 
was not considered vital in the growth 
of the nation, yet in the short 
span of a few years the area is loom- 
ing on the national horizon as the last 
frontier for industry. The entire area 
contains unlimited natural resources 
which have not been tapped. Its peo- 
ple are adaptable to training in specific 
fields, and the year round mild climate 
cuts construction costs, and eliminates 
loss of working days.

Bay. The project has reached the fifth phase of development and on 
completion will join with the Intracoastal Waterway. W It is impossible 
to visualize in its entirety what economic and geographic changes will 
have taken place by the time we next write MEMOS. With the arrival 
of an anticipated 10,000 people, physical changes in our landscape will 
surely result. New communities will spring up and road systems be 
revised. It is our goal and privilege to monitor this activity accurately 
for those who manifest interest in our area. If we are of service to you 
then our mission will be accomplished.
